Such is the moving force b°- 
hind the extensive, yet inexpen- 
sive, program maintained by 
the Chaffey Community Girls 
Work Organization. Annual 
membership drive for the ben- 
efit of the program will be 
started soon. Owen E. Atwood 
is Upland chairman of the cam- 
paign. 

Represented in the organiza- 
tion are 27 different groups, 
with 549 girls listed as mem- 
bers. An executive committee 
of 20 women direct the general 
program, with 49 other women 
serving as volunteer leaders of 
girls’ groups. The leaders are 
required to take a training 
course before given the privil- 
ege of taking charge of the 
groups. 

The program is for the girls 
what Boy Scouts are to the 
boys, with a constructive pro- 
gram aiding the girls in their 


daily home work, in their recre- 
ation, in providing an incentive 


and in ,encouraging the  selec- 
tion of hobbies. 
Mrs. Donald M. Keith, On- 


tario, told Upland Lions and 
Rotary clubs about the work 
at the club meetings this week. 
She very effectively presented 
the history, accomplishments 
and aims of the group. 

The organization was formed 
in 1921, with the Chaffey board 
of education at that time aiding 
financially and providing a 
place for headquarters. In re- 
cent years, however, all the 
Chaffey aid has been with- 
drawn, due to the need to curb 
financially. Individuals have 
supported the work since then. 
Budget for the coming year is 
$1250. 

Headquarters of the group 
at present are in the Boy Scout 
lodge on Third avenue. Miss 
Harriet Shattuck and Miss El- 
sa Stamm are the part-time 
employes of the organization.

A. ©. Reynolds Reviews Rain 
Record, Cost of Opera- 





Due to the increased rainfall 
this season, officials of the San An- 
tonio Water Co. are today contem- 
plating an “easier’’ season than 
was experienced last year. Grav- 
ity flow of water from the can- 
yons was at a near record low 
point, according to Manager Al- 
bert C. Reynolds, who submitted 
his report at the company’s annual 
meeting Monday. 

Water pumped during 1934 to- 
taled 7,143 acre feet. Pumping 
this water and boosting 4,831 acre 
feet of water cost in power $51,- 
528.91, his report states. One 
acre foot of water equals 25.21 day 
inches. 

Total cost of the water provid- 
ed by the company, including as- 
sessments and water charges col- 
lected was equivalent to about $19 
a share. Average shares per acre 
were 1.4. 

Concerning the pumping plants 
and wells, Mr. Reynolds said the 
following in his report: 

“The sub-normal rainfall of the 
winter of 1933-1934 did not replen- 
ish the underground supply of 
water enough to offset the draft of 
the previous year and caused the 
water plane in the Cucamonga 
basin to drop about 30 feet, which 
made necessary the lowering of 
most of the pumps. 

“In order to maintain the stand- 
erd irrigation heads it was neces- 
sary to install two booster plants 
—one at Eighth street and San 
Antonio avenue, to boost the water 
to Tenth street, and the other at) 
well No. 22, at the north end of 
the Cucamonga tunnel, to boost to 
the Sixteenth street pump pipe 
line. 

“The water level at the pump-| 
ing plant at Fourth street and San 
Antonio avenue, in the Chino bas-! 
in, was four feet lower on Feb. 1,' 
1935, than a year ago.” 

The company takes iis water 
measurements at the Sierra power | 
house in San Antonio canyon, as | 
it is considered a better index of | 
the stream fiow than measure- 
ments in the valley. Average 
rainfall at that point for the last 
30 years is 31.16 inches. So far 
in the current season, the rainfall 
total is 28.50, which is more than 
for the entire previous season. 
Last year the total precipitation 
‘was 25.96 inches.

In School Legislation— |

That the present system of 2 








erating public schools through 
trustees and boards of education 
should be retained was the declar- 
ation made by Harold W. Cook, 
superintendent of Upland schools, 
when he conducted his class in 
school legislation during the meet- 
ing of Ontario Council, Parent- 
Teacher association, held Wednes- 
day in Fontana. 

In opposing the legislative pro- 
posal to operate the schools en- 
tirely through the county board of 
supervisors, Mr. Cook explained 
that under the present system all 
school budgets must be submitted 
to the county supervisors for ap- 
proval, providing ample protection 
for the schools and taxpayers. The 
control of public schools, he said, 
must remain with the people with 
equal educational opportunities be- 
ing provided for all children. 

The department of education, 
Mr. Cook stated, has reduced its 
costs by 20 per cent during the 
depression, a reduction of over 17 
per cent more than has been 
achieved by any other government- 
al department. 

Mr. Cook approved Governor 
Merriam’s pay as you go policy 
and declared definite steps should 
be made to balance the budget to 
prevent passing the heavy debt on 
to the children. 

Mr. Cook spoke at the morning 
session and his address was pre- 
ceded by the business meeting con- 
ducted by the council president, 
Mrs. Hjalmar Anderson of Upland. 
A welcome was extended by Ger- 
ald R. Mitchell, principal of the, 
Fontana schools, the meeting be- 
ing held in the grammar school 
auditorium. 

“Mrs. Anderson told of the recent 
district board meeting held in Col- 
ton and of the parental education 
course of lectures held at Chaffey. 
She stated Gardiner W. Spring, 
president-of Chaffey junior college 
has offered the P.-T. A. Council 
first choice of dates for a similar 
course next year.
